sought to shuffle off this mortal 
coll. 
Occasionally, however, the 
parties come from a strain of so­ 
ciety th at furnishes w hat news­ 
papers would call a "human In­ 
terest." 
Two such cases have Just 
been reported. 
One dealing with 
the double-suicide of the son of a 
member of the Japanese Diet with 
a cafe w aitress; 
the other, the 
double-suicide of a scion of the 
peerage with a cinema actress. 
Cause Mueh Attention 
Only because one a t least of the 
chief actors In the dram a of death 
hails from w hat may be called the 
“upper 
classes” 
has 
th* m atter 
focussed considerable attention in 
Japa§ today, and an investigation 
has resulted as to w hat indues* 
young men and women 
in 
the 
flush of youth and life to Indulge 
In the crime of self-destruction 
without adequate reason. 
A strange thing about this pre­ 
dilection toward m utual destruc­ 
tion 1s th at th# spring, year after 
year, brings forth the biggest crop 
of such suicides. 
Another strange 
thing about the Japanese suicide 
is that he or she prefers a spot of 
natural 
loveliness or where the 
frowning m ajesty of N ature com­ 
mands attention. 
Hence, fam iliar 
suicide spots may be either the 
picturesque upper reaches of a 
river, the beautiful inland sea, a 
delightful w aterfall or the cavern­ 
ous pit of a volcanic crater. 
The papers generally ascribe all 
double-suicides to 
“weariness of 
life and disappointed 
love." 
In 
the minds of th* would-be sui­ 
cides there runs an old tradition, 
th at if lovers die together in this 
life they will be united in the 
next seven lives to come. It is no 
part of Buddhist superstition, for 
neither In India nor China, from 
which lands Japan got her re­ 
ligious beliefs and social order is 
there any such thing. 
Life H as Morbid Outlook 
Because double-suicides are so 
frequent In Japan, It might be a s­ 
sumed th at the passion of love is 
greater here than elsewhere. H ard­ 
ly so. 
The Idea of love a la Occi­ 
dental is conspicuous more by its 
absence. 
These 
double-suicides 
are rath er th* result of a morbid 
outlook on life; of erotic writings 
and 
pornographic 
literature; 
of 
superstition; 
and 
the 
abnormal 
phase in Japan'* civilization today 
when, the fact cannot be denied, 
the w hite m an’s civilization is be­ 
ing Imitated, his clothes, his m an­ 
ners, his habits, his systems. This 
has 
produced 
th at 
uncertainty 
which throws life away simply be­ 
cause there is no sheet anchor to 
depend 
on 
when life’* 
troubles 
worry.

states. 
Bases Pisa on Cxptrlsne* 
Germany rests her title to a 
place on the

Southern Peach 
Crop Increasing 


WASHINGTON, July 18 — The 
southern peach Industry faces a 
period of over production because 
of heavy plantings of peach or­ 
chards during the last few years, 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine 
warns.

AND STRATEGY 


WASHINGTON, July lf. — Th* 
German navy was strong in effi­ 
ciency, 
equipm ent 
and 
technical 
skill, but w as weak in strategy and 
policy during th* W orld war, ac­ 
cording to the decision of th* joint 
committee 
of graduating 
classes 
at th* Naval W ar college a t New­ 
port, R. L Th* Naval W ar college 
trains th* navy’s senior officers In 
the highest strategy. 
It has Just 
completed an exhaustive study of 
th* World w ar naval activities and 
the result of this study has been 
distributed to officers of th* Uni­ 
ted State* fleet. In part th* report 
says: 
"This committee la of th* un­ 
animous opinion th at in m atters of 
m aterial; 
in surface ships, sub­ 
marines, airships 
and all equip­ 
ment and appurtenances, the Ger­ 
mans were equal to br excelled 
their 
adversaries. 
In 
technical 
skill and in tactical training the 
Germans were also fully abreast 
of the times and often in the lead. 
Th* character, courage and effi­ 
ciency 
of 
Individuals 
was 
also 
high 
until 
internal 
disaffection 
sapped the spirit and undermined 
the morale of the German navy. 
German’s Lacked Strategy 
‘‘But in the broader fields of 
strategy and policy the Germans 
were weak. 
No evidence hi found 
of comprehensive naval plans, nor 
any plan for the initial use of th* 
Germany arm y and navy in joint 
operations on a grand scale, such 
as the w ar demanded. 
Th* or­ 
ganization of the German naval 
staff and adm lnlstratiton made the 
effective operation of the navy In 
war a practical impossibility. 
"Germany’s 
foreign 
policy and 
th* employment of the navy in 
support of the national policy, 
advocated by the chancellor, Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, and sustained 
erratically by th* Kaiser, was so 
opposed to the naval policy ad ­ 
vocated by Admiral von Tirpitz 
that each succeeding promise of 
naval success was turned by their 
dissention into failure. 
Subsequent 
events proved Admiral Tirpltx to 
have been correct. 
"Th* influence of sea power up 
on history was first analyzed and 
taught here a t th* Naval W ar col­ 
lege 
by 
Admiral 
Mahan. 
The 
Kaiser 
had 
superficially 
learned 
th* lesson and had declared that 
‘th* future of Germany lay on the 
sea,’ but he had not fully grasped 
th* Idea of the interrelation of 
national policy and naval and mil­ 
itary plane. 
British Hpd Sen Power 
."The fundam entals b in a tio n a l 
defense were better understood in 
London. 
On the eve of England’s 
entrance into tho World war, the 
night before 
she 
declared war 
against Germany, the grand fleet 
put to sea. 
Simultaneously with 
England’* declaration of war, the 
following message from the King 
was sent to Admiral Jellico*: 
At this grave moment in our na­ 
tional history I send to you and 
through you to the officers and 
men of the fleet of which you 
have assumed command, the as­ 
surance 
of 
my 
confidence 
that 
under your direction they will re­ 
vive and renew the old glories of 
th# royal navy, and prove again 
th* sure shield of Britain and of 
her empire In the hour of trial. 
"It was against th at ‘sure shield 
of B ritain and of her empire,’ the 
British navy, th at the trident of 
German sea power, on the surface 
of the sea and undersea and in the 
air, was hurled during four long 
years of war, and hurled in vain. 
"History records no other sur 
render on such a scale and so hu­ 
miliating as th at of the German 
fleet. 
“The conclusive proof of strength 
and skill lies in the final victory 
a t sea!"

here. 
W hereas a few m onths ago 
alm ost none of the activities of 
th* members of Italy’s ruling house 
ever were chronicled in th* press, 
within th* last few weeks there 
has developed a curious tendency 
on the part of th* who!* press to 
give their every movement prom i­ 
nent display in the newspaper. 
New Interest Shown 
W hat 
is

reason for this 
newly developed display of inter­ 
est in th* activities of the royal 
household? 
In th* first place, since th# lat­ 
est attem pt on the life of Musso­ 
lini a t Bologna last fall the Duce 
has maintained a fairly rigid pol­ 
icy not to appear before the m ul­ 
titudes and the very nature of the 
Italian people calls for some public 
figure whom they 
can cheer and 
extoll. 
W hether the royal family 
had th# keen perception to seize 
this situation with gradual subtle­ 
ty^ sr w thether the Duce has de­ 
liberately 
changed 
his 
attitude 
toward the house of Savoy Is a 
question whose answ er can only 
be divined—and one m an’s guess is 
as good as another’s. 
Can't Ignore Royalty 
A t any rate, certain things have 
happened 
recently 
th at 
demon­ 
strate th at It would not be a good 
policy to leave th# royal family 
too much out of the picture, even 
if the 
Fascists wanted 
to. 
As 
far as a foreigner can Judge the 
Italian nature, th# King and other 
members of the royal family have 
never 
been 
extremely 
popular 
among the rank and file, although 
tho general 
idea 
of royalty Is 
fairly 
deeply 
embedded 
in 
the 
Italian 
social 
fabric. 
F urther­ 
more, the present King never has 
seemed 
overanxious 
to 
win 
the 
plaudits of tho multitudes as such, 
and throughout recent years, dur­ 
ing th# growth of Fascism, he has 
dem onstrated e x t r e m e modesty. 
But th* very idea of the stability 
of the continuity of the house of 
Savoy has always represented a 
sort of anchor, of which people 
seem 
to 
avail 
themselves during 
times of stress. 
Workers Pets Prince 
One of the 
first signs 
of the 
present return of the royal fam ­ 
ily to popularity appeared 
some 
weeks 
ago 
when 
Crown 
Prince 
H um bert paid an official visit to 
a big automobile factory in Turin. 
Much 
to 
the 
surprise of every­ 
body, 
the 
heir 
apparent was given 
a tremendously cordial reception 
by mechanics and workmen gen­ 
erally. 
L ater he visited a sample 
fair in 
Milan, and 
there 
again 
people thronged the thoroughfares 
to do him homage. 
It was about 
this tim e that the newspapers re­ 
sumed th* habit of giving detailed 
accounts of royal activities and

NAPLES,

16—The 
con­ 
struction of the new railway from 
Rome to Naples, popularly styled 
"La Dlrettissim a,” Is an accom­ 
plished fact and a notable achieve­ 
m ent 
The line will be opened for 
public service on October 28, th* 
anniversary of the Fascist march 
on Rome. 
The existing route via Cassino 
and Capua has long been Inade­ 
quate for the increasing traffic. 
The new route reduces the distance 
from 155 miles to 135 miles, and 
the time four or five hours to 
three and a half hours. W ithin a 
year, It is expected, the time of the 
Journey will be shortened to less 
than three hours. 
Follows Ancient Road 
The new railw ay follows gener­ 
ally th* course of th# ancient Ap- 
plan way, 
the 
“regina 
yiarum ” 
(queen of roads) by which the vic­ 
torious legions so often approached 
the imperial city. 
Starting from the term inus at 
Rome, it passes the aqueduct of 
Claudius, skirts the Alban hills and 
crosses the broad plain known as 
the Agro Romano. Then running 
along th* foot of the Monti Leplni 
or 
Volscian 
mountains, 
it 
tra ­ 
verses the entire length of the 
Pontine district, once illf&med for 
its m alarial marshes, but today 
well 
cultivated 
and 
productive. 
Next it penetrates the Ausonian 
mountains by a long tunnel, runs 
through the plain of Fondi, touches 
the sea a t Form ia, crosses the riv­ 
er Garigii&no by an iron viaducL 
and, after passing through another 
long tunnel, which pierces Monte 
Massico, enters the low-lying val­ 
ley of the Volturno. After crossing 
this river by another iron bridge 
the line debouches into the Phi*- 
graean field a 
Many 8c*nie Points 
The 
height 
of 
Solfatara 
dis­ 
closes a superb panoram a—hoary 
Pozzuoll and the "golden shore of 
Baia,” Capri gleaming like a gem 
in the sea, and further to the 
right the Islands of Procida and 
Ischia, Running next in full view 
of the prom ontory of Posilipo, the 
railway reaches the outskirts of 
Naples a t Fuorigrotta, and finally 
passes through a tunnel fully three 
miles long to Naples Central S ta­ 
tion. 
There are in all 17 stations, so 
placed as to secure the highest 
economic development of the re ­ 
gion traversed. 
The 
railw ay 
Is 
designed 
for 
heavy traffic, with a double track 
of the ordinary gauge. There are 
long sections of straight line, in­ 
cluding one stretch of nine miles 
and two of nearly seven miles 
each; in all about 110 miles. For 
45 miles the Un* is on the level. 
All the 
stations have modern 
equipment and an abundant water 
supply. A rtistic skill has been lav­ 
ished on 
the 
Chiaia station a t 
Naples, ^h ich is regarded as a 
monument to the entire enterprise.

Put your lacy undergarments 
and your gown on now and you 
will find that you exhume the most 
elusive kind of delicate sweetness 
with just enough allure to make 
one want to scent more. 
That is 
the test of perfumery. 
6. 
Keep little tufted silk bags, 
about an inch square, heavily per­ 
fumed, in with your handkerchiefs, 
your gloves and in the lining of 
your bats. 
When putting away 
your lingerie, gently spray it with 
perfumery if you have not used 
tufted bags. 
These simple rules are 
elemen­ 
tary in the art of perfuming. 
For 
perfume applied indirectly is much 
more lasting, infinitely more ap­ 
pealing and more restful. 
It is al­ 
ways better not to havs enough 
scent about you than to have too 
much. 
For consideration of others 
in ths matter of applying per­ 
fumery Is as good a rule as in 
any other act in life. 
Use little perfumery, and only 
the best kinds. 
Use it indirectly 
and never after you are gowned 
for ths street. 
You will find the 
effect potent in inverse propor­ 
tion to the amount used.

Here’s how you can master the 
arm action in the crawl stroke: 
Let each arm emerge comfortably 
extended but, as one draws clear, 
throw 
the 
hand 
outward 
and 
around to make the forearm form 
a half-circle, folded at the elbow. 
When the forearm points ahead, 
start 
the 
arm 
forward, 
a 
few 
inches only above the surface. 
This brings about more com­ 
plete m uscular 
relaxation 
during 
the recovery and better enables the 
head and shoulders to retain the 
correct position. 
Each arm should drive from a 
point close to an imaginary line 
drawn lengthwise through the mid­ 
dle of the body, so that the left 
dips in front of the left eye and 
the right in front of the right eye. 
When entering the water, each 


arm, w ith palm down and fingers 
closed, should be a little short of 
full reach, a trifle 
bent 
Inward 
from the elbow. 
The arm should 
sweep backward steadily, bending 
elbow after about one-fourth its 
pulL Hold arm under the center of 
the body until It nears the thigh 
and the elbow 
moves 
backward 
slightly ahead of the hand, en­ 
abling the forearm to retain lifting 
and moving pressure on the w a­ 
ter. 
As the hand nears the thigh, It 
swerves outward and. just before 
it emerges, it is turned Inward, 
palm toward the leg.

timed that each will start its drive 
before the other leaves the water 
in recovery.

LICK OF LUGE 
STUDY IN AMERICA 


The greatest difference between 
American universities and those of 
Sweden lies In the study of lan­ 
guage, according to Dr. 
Gustav 
Aksel 
Jaederholm, 
professor 
of 
philosophy and education from the 
University of Gothenburg, Sweden 
An educated person in Sweden 
can understand at least seven lan­ 
guages. The child studies German 
at nine, English at 12, French at 
13, and Latin at 15. Besides this 
he 
must 
learn 
modern 
Danish, 
Norwegian and Swedish. 
"The great weakness in America 
is that the people do not study 
more languages,” say* Dr. Jaeder­ 
holm. "These are very necessary 
In most of the professional fields. 
I have seen some dreadful trans­ 
lations of German works, with in­ 
terpretations that did not say what 
the writer had meant at all." 
He claims that it is of great 
benefit to a doctor, a scientist, or 
literary man to read the original 
works, for even if translations are 
good they often leave out Import­ 
ant things. 
The 
University 
of Gothenburg 
has classes which correspond to 
upper division work in American 
universities, Jaederholm says. The 
lower classes are taken care of in 
what they call 
the Gymnasium, 
which is not unlike the Junior col­ 
lege here. 
The university serves as a place 
of research and as a place to train 
high school and college teachers. 
Elementary teachers cannot study 
at the University, which Dr. Jae­ 
derholm believes is a mistake, for 
he feel* that the training of these 
teachers Is even more Important 
than that of the higher grades, 
since the early training of the 
child is so vital. 
There is a great difference be­ 
tween the children of America and 
those 
of 
Europe, 
that 
of their 
beauty, says Dr. Jaederholm. He 
believes that the greater comeli­ 
ness of American children Is due 
to the mixing of the races In this 
country.

The United States treasury made good on its fore­ 
cast, and black entries at the close of business on 
June 30 showed the tremendous surplus of $640,- 
000,000. 
Several million families, whose own ac­ 
counts are "in the red," view those figures with 
envy.

plus, treasury officials say, was from back tax collec­ 
tions, which will be a less fruitful source of income 
hereafter. 
There were railroad repayments, too, of 
$90,000,000, and other items classed as "non­ 
recurrent.” 
Business was good, and the tax rates, 
apparently, were needlessly high. 
Uncle Sam, however, is not to be robbed of the 
genuine credit due him for this performance. 
The 
budget plan seems to be working. 
Congress itself 
deserves credit for not spending so much as to wipe 
out the surplus. 
It is a notable event when the federal government, 
usually classed by business men and taxpayers as in­ 
efficient and wasteful, sets so shining an example 
to private citizens.

There teems to be no doubt that high blood pres­ 
sure Is frequently a prominent sign In members 
of the same family. 
In families In which there Is a strong element of 
this kind, Dr. Jam es P. O'Hare says that parents 
should guide their children towards the less stren ­ 
uous walks of life and advise them against ex­ 
cessive mental and physical exercise, excessive am ­ 
bition and obesity. 
This disease, like others that 
seem to have an hereditary basis, might be elim ­ 
inated lf marriages were arranged according to 
physical conditions and not for emotional reasons. 
Dr. O'Hare suggests th at In mild cases it is fre­ 
quently just as well not to Inform the patient of his 
high blood pressure since this may disturb him, but 
merely to suggest th at he slow down the pace of 
his existence. 
It is well recognized th at 
all of us 
today are living at a much faster rate than for­ 
merly. 
The level of the blood pressure at any time 
Is the result of the condition of the heart, the 
thickness of the blood, tb s degree of hardening of 
the arteries and the degree to which the veins may 
be dellated u ' constricted. 
The modification of any 
one one of t?B;e factors will, of course. Influence the 
blood pressure. 
Physicians 
arrange 
to 
modify 
them by modifying the routine of the patient’s life 
so as to bring about a general change in the sys­ 
tematic conditione. 
The person with high blood pressure should be in­ 
structed to cut down on the amount of his work and 
tc reduce hie responsibility and his cause for worry 
as much as posslblt. 
Dr. O'Hars suggests that 
such people adopt an easier attitude towards life. 
Such people should take frequent 
vacations, dally 
periods of relaxation with rest after each meal, and 
preferably a nap of one-half to 
ens 
hour 
after 
lunch. 
Moderate exercise may be tried, the beet 
form being short walks, but never taken to the point 
of fatigue. The Intestines should be regulated so as 
to keep the system free of all poisonous substances 
end also avoid any undue strain associated with 
elimination. 
The diet of the persou with high blood pressure 
should be small In amount, and salts, fluids and 
proteins are to be somewhat restricted. The pur­ 
pose of such a diet is to spare the circulation of the 
bb’od and to reduce the patient's weight somewhat. 
High blood pressure must be considered as a 
symptom involving practically all of th. 
human 
body. Its care will necessitate a stud/ of the whole 
body and a general readjustment toward a form 
oi' life that will place Ut* least possible burden on 
the weakened portions
